“Tue Onty Way” 
To Buy a Radio Receiver 


Few people know how to buy a radio re- 
ceiver. There are many kinds of receivers on 
the market---good, bad and indifferent, and 
the purchaser becomes confused when contem- 
plating buying one, principally because he 
does not know what he wants a receiver to do 
for him, to fill his special needs, and more 
than that he does not know what his require- 
ments will be. 


The most important point to set- 
tle on is the quality of reproduction. 
Without good articulation a radio 
receiver is utterly useless to you—a 
good receiver is cheap at twice its 
cost, but a poorly made machine is 
expensive at any price. If it is poorly 
engineered, the music and voice will 
be so distorted that the notes and 
words are not understandable, in 
which case you waste your money if 
you buy such a receiver. 


The Distance a receiver will reach 
is a deceptive, aggravating and con- 
fusing subject, but, remember this, 
in Denver they do not play the Star 
Spangled Banner or any other music 
better, nor perhaps not even as well 
as our nearby statons that are the 
best in all the world; then what ad- 
vantage is great distance. 


Wisdom about distance; once in a 
while to hear a distant station over 
radio, gives you a thrill, but for 
regular diet it is not practical or 
even satisfactory, because there are 
no broadeasting stations giving dif- 
ferent or better entertainment than 
your local and nearby stations. 


Some radio fans, it is true, prefer 
hearing a grind organ from a thous- 
and miles away than to enjoy some 
beautiful musical rendition from 
right at home—they, however, repre- 
sent a selective few to whom we do 
not appeal. 


Any really important feature is re- 
layed to all the big stations at the 
same time thruout the country so you 


can get it on your local or nearby sta- 
tion, much better too, than would be 
possible from a distant point that 
probably fades away or is full of ex- 


traneous noises at just the most in- 
teresting time, all because of the 
great distance covered. 


It would be folly to travel 200 miles 
for your breakfast when you can have 
it right.at home, and yet that’s what 
you do when you tune in distant sta- 
tions to hear the same piece of music 
that is probably being broadcasted 
better from your local station. 

To reach far distant stations on a 
loudspeaker means to use many more 
tubes and batteries which, of course, 
increases the original cost of the re- 
ceiver as well as the continual upkeep 
expense and the question is; does it 
justify the necessary outlay and 
maintenance cost—let’s see. 


We always advocate dry cells for 
the home receiver because they are 
clean—take up _ little space—are 
easily, quickly and cheaply replaced 
and permit using tubes that require 
75 per cent less current to run and 


they do the same work. Sets using 
storage batteries not only need con- 
tinual recharging but they throw off 
an acid gas that is neither healthful 
nor pleasant—no home should con- 
sider such kind of equipment. 


The Orator Radio Corporation 
manufacture many kinds of receivers 
to meet different, fastidious tastes, 
some with as many as ten tubes, but 
for the home, we recommend a set 
with only two tubes having small up- 
keep cost because we contend it fills 
every family’s requirements; it has a 
range of 1000 miles 

Such a two tube receiver will cost 
about ten dollars a year to run and 
give local and nearby stations on the 
loudspeaker with good, satisfactory 
volume for home enjoyment, without 
all the disagreeable noises of the high 
power, expensive sets. 


Many five tube receiving sets cost 
over $100 a year to run and while 
these sets do get distant stations on 
a loudspeaker in good weather they 
rarely deliver it satisfactorily on ac- 
count of the distortion—the result is 


you are compelled to entertain your- 
self on the local or nearby stations to 
understand the programs, but you 
continually pay the upkeep cost to 
run an equipment that will get these 
distant stations. 


It’s exactly like buying a high- 
power automobile and using it 98 per 
cent of the time around town running 
on a speed limit of 15 miles an hour 
with all that unnecessary tremend- 
ous maintenance cost just to be able 
to make 80 miles an hour on a coun- 
try road once in a while and probably 
pay a fine for the speed enjoyed. 


How much to pay: If you are with- 
in 50 miles of a broadcasting station 
and do not want to invest much 
money in a radio receiver, buy a good 
crystal set, and do not waste your 
money on a cheap toy affair, but buy 
a well made, properly engineered set 
—one that carries with it a year’s 
guarantee, then you'll have a good 
investment. Any crystal set costing 
you $5.00 or $8.00 including the head- 
set only invites ultimate disappoint- 
ment. A properly made headset alone 


without the receiver is worth at least 
that much and you waste your money 
trying to economize in that way. 


It’s like buying eye glasses at a five 
and ten cent store—they can’t be 
worth any more than you pay for 
them—the rule applies just the same 
with a well engineered crystal set, be- 
cause if it is well made. it will give 
perfect tones—louder  signals—the 
headset is made to match the receiver 
and the best materials are used to in- 
sure satisfaction indefinitely, for 
years of service, and it will be found 
to be worth all it cost and more. 


There is no receiver better than a 
well made crystal set, but you cannot 
run a loudspeaker with it satisfac- 
torily, nor will it reach distant sta- 
tions, except occasionally in good 
weather. There is, however, no up- 
keep cost—no tubes or batteries to 
buy and the reproduction is absolutely 
faultless. 


Crystal sets often run on freak 
antennas such as bedsprings—window 
screens—piano strings—telephones, 


etc.—these answer very well when it 
is not convenient to put up an outside 
antenna which, of course, is the very 
best under all circumstances for 
louder signals—any kind of inside 
antenna or loop gives only about half 
the signal strength. To offset this 
loss with tube sets, they have to use 
twice as many tubes and batteries to 
double the receiving power, so you 
see; the outside antenna is not only 
best but costs nothing to run. 


The best antenna wire is stranded 
enamel copper wire (Orator Antenna 
Wire) it costs very little more and 
gives 18 per cent more efficiency. Un- 
less you know how to put up an an- 
tenna correctly, it’s cheaper to hire 
someone who does know, than to suf- 
fer a continual loss in signal strength 
and for all time discount the possibili- 
ties of a really good receiver due 
probably to only one little thing being 
wrong. 


It is impractical to assemble a re- 
ceiving set with a loudspeaker made 
by one manufacturer, the headset by 
another maker and the receiver by 


still another—they must match each 
other to coordinate efficiently, but 
this is what the home builder of a 
radio set does, thinking he will save 
money, consequently in 90 per cent of 
the cases the finished set is not worth 
even what the parts cost. 


Accordingly, we do not believe it 
proper or just to a customer to sell 
him a radio receiver stripped and 
leave it to his untrained judgment to 
buy accessories to match the require- 
ments of the receiver and leave him 
to put it together. Receivers should 
always be sold complete, installed, 
working. Headsets must have proper 
impedance to match the receiver they 
are used with—any old kind won’t do 
—the same is true of batteries, an- 
tenna equipment, loudspeaker, tubes, 
etc.—they must each be selected to 
belong together in order to obtain the 
highest efficiency. 


A loudspeaker must be pitched on 
“C” scale to give accurate reproduc- 
tion of tones, in the same scale as the 
music being played and also must not 


vibrate within the scale of voice or 
music—the headset must have the 
same resistance as the receiver to 
avoid their opposing each other. A 
loudspeaker properly synchronized 
with a receiver is an engineering 
possibility but rarely met with. 


There is never any howl or hum when 
the speaker or music stops or hesitates with 
a properly engineered loudspeaker if the re- 
ceiver is correctly made and the loudspeaker 
balanced with it accurately. 


The Orator Loudspeaker is the only horn 
on the market not having its vibrating period 
within the scale of voice or music, All other 
horns that we know of vibrate about the cen- 
ter of the voice scale and ruin all the true 
tones. Many horns piteh the tones as much 
as an octave high, others as much below the 
true scale; we believe the Orator Loud- 
speaker is the only accurately pitched “C” 
Melody Horn made for Radio. 


It is true even with radio “Quality Needs 
No Apology—It Always Lives Up to Ex- 
pectations.” 


Don’t defeat yourself and wait for some 
imaginary improvement to come along some 
day before you buy a radio receiver. Funda- 
mentally there has been no improvement for 
years and there won’t be any; refinements 
will come and go but like the original, ac- 


cepted automobile _ principles the earliest 
fundamentals still remain. 


The best paying investment for any home 
is unquestionably a Radio Receiver—the en- 
tire value is more than returned to you every 
month and no home now is complete without 
a set of some kind. It is the modern educator 
—it keeps the family together and keeps 
them at home in constant expectation of 
something new that is going to happen—just 
like the movies or the theatre that continual- 
ly has new attractions to keep their patron- 
age. It’s the greatest harmonizer any family 
can have and the cost is repaid many times 
over. 


Don’t be deceived by these wonder one 
tube sets that reach the Pacific Coast on a 
loudspeaker, and when you hear of long dis- 
tance reception in the daytime—just take it 
with a grain of salt. Any good receiver hav- 
ing a thousand miles range at night has 
great difficulty in reaching 200 miles during 
the daylight—sunlight waves weaken the 
radio waves. 


Price cutting should not stimulate your 
purchase, remember there must be a reason. 
Buy standarized merchandise in radio as in 
all things—don’t buy bargains and repent at 
leisure. “Buy One Year Guaranteed Radio”. 
In like manner avoid receivers or devices 
claiming to eliminate static. Radio and 
static are nearly the same thing. To elimi- 


nate one you must eliminate the other. As 
a matter of fact, static only bothers radio 
reception in midsummer and then only when 
you get distant stations. 


Local and nearby stations will give you 
more programs all summer than you prob- 
ably have time to give to radio without any 
static at all. Hum and other disagreeable 
noises from local broadcast entertainment 
are not static but is a selling excuse only, 
really caused by a poorly engineered re- 
ceiver. A perfect loudspeaker only transmits 
what the receiver gives to it and if the re- 
ceiver is poorly engineered, a perfect horn 
will not correct the faults in a poor receiver. 


The Orator Radio Corporation engineers 
spent over two years of constant laboratory 
work to produce the Orator “Aristocrat” and 
“Midget” Receivers. We could have made a 
fairly satisfactory receiver in less time but 
the problem before our staff of experts was 
to produce a highly engineered receiver that 
would not howl—not cost too much to run— 
not distort the voice or musical tones—repro- 
duce every sound truthfully just the same as 
tho we were right in the broadcasting studio, 
hearing the actual voice or music. 


These several features were very difficult 
problems to tackle all at the same time and 
cost a small fortune and over two years of 
faithful, painstaking and persistent effort; 


we ultimately overcame these natural ills 
that exist in the building of radio receivers 
and finally obtained the results that are now 
incorporated in Orator Receivers. 


Without fear of contradiction there is no 
other receiver made having anywhere near 
the quality, accuracy and truthful reproduc- 
tion found in Orator Receivers—this we 
defy anyone to refute. 


Our construction has the same power with 
only two tubes, for which result other makes 
require four tubes. This feature alone saves 
half the battery and tube cost, thus reducing 
the upkeep expense to half that of any 
other receiver of like power. 


The removable panel feature is another 
one of ‘dur own inventions—this idea makes 
the “Aristo¢rat” receiving set foolproof— 
no binding ‘posts—no wires to connect—no 
errors are possible to destroy the tubes or 
batteries by hiaking wrong connections. 
Eight million tubes were burned out last 
year by such errérs, meaning an absolute 
waste of over 30 million dollars. 


We are so sure Orator Receivers will 
stand up and give absolute ‘satisfaction that 
we sell them under ‘a ore year guarantee. If 
anything happens to an Orator, it’s our 
fault—“Your Opinion Is Our Reputation’— 
that’s our slogan—bring us the panel if 


anything goes wrong—we always fix it 
without charge. No other manufacturer 
pretends to compete with us on our guar- 
antee. 


All the material we use is the very best 
known in the art—nothing better can be 
had. That’s one reason Orator Receivers 
will stand up as they are expected to and 
will continue to give service for many 
years. New “A” Batteries once in two 
months and a set of “B” Batteries every ten 
or twelve months and two new tubes in 
about twelve months is the entire cost of 
running an Orator Aristocrat II Receiver, 
probably less than ten dollars, while many 
receivers having the usual four or five 
tubes, storage batteries, etc., cost over 
$100.00 a year to run. 


Orator Aristocrat II is complete in a 
beautiful cabinet fit to adorn any home— 
the little dry cell batteries are stored in the 
bottom of the cabinet out of the way—all 
controls are on the top panel easily accessi- 
ble—closing the top encloses the entire 
evidence of a receiver, presenting a hand- 
some piece of furniture ready to serve you 
next time. No unsightly wires to batteries 
strung all over the place—the “Aristocrat” 
is a self-contained receiver in an exquisite 
cabinet, built thruout particularly to meet 
the requirements of a well appointed home. 


Orator Receivers do not growl nor have 
the usual radio hum like the ordinary re- 
ceivers you hear elsewhere—they deliver 
the tones quietly so you can peacefully sit 
and indefinitely enjoy listening to it night 
after night with continued, fascinated inter- 
est—that’s as it should be for a home. You 
do not want a howling, squawking, whist- 
ling. noisy receiver in your house. 

We supply our customers with the 
proper replacements at a minimum cost to 
encourage the use of the very best. Every 
tube we use is carefully tested and found 
correct before it goes into an Orator Re- 
ceiver—the same is so of every piece of ap- 
partus used in its construction—eternal 
vigilance is our laboratory watchword. 


The Orator Aristocrat II will reach 
Pittsburg, Boston and Atlanta in good 
weather on the loudspeaker from our lab- 
oratory in. Washington, D. C.—under the 
same conditions with the headset Hastings, 
Nebr., Cuba, Montreal, etc., can be heard— 
in really favorable weather a distance of 
Chicago can be heard on the loudspeaker. 
The Aristocrat II will reach 80 per cent of 
all the stations in the country—what more 
do we want. In midsummer, remember this 
(anyone who tells you differently has 
only one purpose in mind and that is to 
get. your money) static comes in with all 
the distant stations and destroys the fine 
undertones. The greatest scientists on 
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earth have failed to eliminate this trouble- 
some condition—fortunately static only 
bothers us in the summer and has no effect 
at all on local reception. 


The Orator Midget Receiver runs with- 
out any batteries, gives perfect reproduction 
—uses headsets—has a range of fifty miles 
for reception—is a truly remarkable Re- 
ceiver—costs very little—is a perfectly en- 
gineered crystal set—not a cheap toy but a 
dependable, accurate, high class instrument 
-—nothing to replace or wear out—the only 
erystal set having a tuning block—this is 
another invention of our own. This feature 
enables us to tune out any one station and 
clearly get another, avoiding the usual an- 
noying interference. The hairpin contact 
for crystal detector is another one of our 
inventions that increases the signal 
strength because it always has a very 
small surface of contact—this is one of the 
secrets of loud signals—altogether the Mid- 
get Receiver is a remarkable instrument 
and where a loudspeaker is not required, it 
is the best that engineering ingenuity can 
produce. Sometimes the signals are so loud 
they ean be heard across a room, 


No Orator Radio Receivers are ever sold 
by dealers or jobbers—our plan is to sell 
direct from our factory to the customer 
with no middleman profit—this method of 
selling keeps us in direct touch with every 
user of an Orator Receiver. 


Orator Radio Receivers fill every re-
